WESTERN  OREGON  GROWN  ROSE  BUSHES  are 
superior  to  the  stocks  produced  in  any  other  section 
of  the  United  States.  We  have  a  long  growing  season 
without  excessive  heat  where  the  growth  of  the  plants 
is  well  maintained  through  the  summer  and  into  the 
early  fall  months.  Light  frosts  in  October  ripen  up  the 
growth  and  put  the  plants  in  fine  shape  for  digging 
and  marketing.  The  exceptional  development  of 
fibrous  roots  on  our  plants  is  an  added  indication  that 
both  the  soil  and  climatic  conditions  are  very  favor¬ 
able  to  their  production. 

ROSE  BUSHES  ARE  SOLD  BY  GRADE  in  much  the 
same  way  as  other  farm  crops  such  as  potatoes, 
butter,  eggs,  and  fruit.  THE  OREGON  STANDARD 
for  a  No.  1  bush  requires  that  it  be  16  or  more  inches 
in  length  with  three  or  more  strong  canes.  OREGON 
MEDIUM  GRADE  shall  have  two  or  more  canes  of 
14  inches  and  up  in  length.  OREGON  NO.  2  GRADE 
shall  have  two  or  more  canes  of  10  inches  and  up 
in  length. 

WE  MEET  ALL  COMPETITION  in  the  sale  of  plants, 
grade  for  grade  and  where  the  quality  is  equal.  Some 
of  our  local  retail  merchants  who  dash  into  the  nurs¬ 
ery  business  for  a  few  days  each  year  with  a  sale  of 
rose  bushes  very  carefully  refrain  from  mentioning 
that  their  plants  are  grown  down  in  California.

With  the  exception  of  a  few  varieties  of  recent  introduc¬ 
tion,  you  will  note  that  most  of  our  rose  bushes  are 
priced  at  25c  and  35c  each.  The  35c  plants  sell  at 
three  for  $1  or  $3.50  the  dozen.  No  reduction  for 
quantity  made  on  the  25c  plants.
